Washington, July 23.—With probably 
not much more than a quarter of a 
million American troops engaged in the 
present battle, but with virtually a 
million others either in France or has- 
tening across the ocean to join in the 
fight, General Foch has been able to 
turn the tables on the enemy and 
strike’ a blow that has changed the 
whole trénd of the war. 

Officials here, whilé fully recognis- 
ing the factor that the Americans are 
today only a comparatively small part 
of the vast forces the supreme com- 
| mander is using in working out his 
strategic designs, realize the fact that 
the American army, now going forward 
in a constantly increasing stream, is 
the governing factor in restoring the 
initiative to the allied forces. Plans 
are therefore taking shape rapidly at 
the war department to accelerate and 
enlarge the American military pro- 
gram. 

It is mow virtually certain General 
Foch will have at least 2,000,000 Ameri- 
can troops to supplement his allied 
armies before the present fighting sea- 
son closes. Secretary Baker announced 
today the war department’s new pro- 
gram embraces enlarged army appro- 
priations, modifications of the draft 
ages to increase the reservoir of fight- 
ing men and plans for a larger mobiliza- 
tion of the army than any yet under- 
taken would soon be ready for con- 
gress. He would give no details, but 
the plans probably aim at getting un- 
der arms without delay a total force not 
far short of the 56,000,000 figure widely 
discussed im congress when the sub- 
ject was last under  conajideration 
there.

There will be no price-fixing on

Kennebunk Port, Maine, July 23.— 
German submarines have struck again 
off the New England coast. This time 
an undersea raider sank with a bomb 
the crack knockabout Gloucester fish- 
ing schooner Robert and Richard near 
Cashe bank, 65 miles east by southeast 
of Cape Porpoise, on the southeastern 
coast of Maine, at 10:30 o’clock Monday 
morning. This was approximately 100, 
“miles north of the spot where a U-boat 
sank four coal barges off Orleans, Cape 
Cod, Sunday morning, and the time was 
@imost 24 hours later to the minute 
than the opening of the Cape Cod foray. 
The crew of 22 escaped in dories. 

The first dory, from the Robert and 
Richard containing three men, landed 
at this port at 7 o’clock tonight. The 
men reported the others not far behind 
and motor boats were sent out to search 
for them. 

The first dorymen to land said the 
submarine emerged on their port bow 
at 10 o’clock Monday morning and fired 
a warning shot across their bow. The 
man at the wheel promptly threw the 
schooner up into the wind. Men from 
the ‘submarine boarded the schooner, 
took the ship’s papers, placed a bomb 
aboard and at 10:30 o'clock a sharp ex- 
plosion sent the trim little schooner to 
the bottom.

Washington, July 23.—Acting under 
the authority recently ‘conferred by 
congress, President Wilson today is- 
sued a proclamation taking all tele- 
phone and telegraph lines under gov- 
ernment operation and control at mid- 
night, Wednesday, July 31.

There will be introduced in the sen- 
ate today or tomorrow, fathered by the 
president of the senate, Senator Olive, a 
state farm loan bill, the effect of which, 
if passed, will place Georgia in the 
fore-ranks of agricultural progressive- 
ness. 

The bill will provide a constitutional 
amendment permitting Georgia to is- 
sue 4 per cent bonds for the creation 
of a fund to be loaned to practical 
farm buyers at & per cént. 

It will provide for a land commis- 
sion to be composed of the governor,. 
secretary of agriculture and state tax 
assessor. 

This commission shall receive the 
applications for loans for the agricul- 
tural development of . specific unde- 
veloped lands. 

The board will then place loan values 
upon the lands in question, dealing 
with each application specifically, and 
if approved by loan the borrower will 
execute to the gtate a long-term, an- 
nual installment payment mortgage. 

The board will then issue bonds in 
multiples of $10,000 each to cover such 
loans, as it may have already approved. 
No bonds are to be issued until loan 
applications for amounts equalling the 
proposed bond issue shall have been 
accumulated.

These defective coats, it was 
said, were mixed with other coats, in 
bundles packed by the manufacturers. 

Investigators intimated that more 
rejected or uninspected coats had been 
slipped through since the place of in- 
spection was shifted a few months ago 
from the quartermaster’s depot to the 
factories. This change had been made, 
it was said, at the request of the man- 
ufacturers, who claimed that prompt 
performance of their contracts required 
earlier payment than could be had if 
inspection was not made until final de- 
livery.

4 DUTY OF STATE BANKS. 


Just why it is that any state bank 
should elect to stay outside the federal re 
serve banking system is one of the present- 


day enigmas. 

How any state bank can refuse to join 
the federal reserve system and square its 
action with its conscience is a thing hard 


to understand. ; 

Yet, as recounted by Chairman M. B. 
Wellborn, of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
the Atlanta district, in an interview appear- 
ing elsewhere upon this page, of the 324 
state banks of Georgia which are eligible for 
membership in the federal reserve system, 
only ten of them have joined! 

Ever since the federal reserve system 
was adopted—it being simply a develop- 
ment of the system originally proposed un- 
der the provisions of the Aldrich banking 
act—-the state banks have advanced one 
reason after another why they should stay 
out of it. The proposed Aldrich plan made 
room for national banks only; and it will be 
recalled that the state banks raised a ter- 
rific howl against that measure, claiming— 
with justice, too—that they were being dis- 
criminated against, and unfairly denied the 
right to share in the benefits of membership 
in the federal system that act proposed to 
create. 

When thé present system was evolved— 
a@ system, by the way, which Mr. Wellborn 
quotes Great Britain’s recognized foremost 
financier, Sir Edward Holden, as character- 
izing “the strongest financial system the 
world has ever seen’’—it was designed to 
meet the needs of the state as well as of 
the national banks, and all were expressly 
invited to come in. 

But still the state banks hesitated, as a 
rule, and to date only a very small percent- 
age of them have availed themselves of the 
protection which membership in the federal 
system affords. They haye raised objec- 
- tions one after another to the federal system 
~ 4mtended to justify their position in staying 
~ out, and one after another those objections 
have been met and removed by amendments 
to the federal plan. 

Apparently the last vestige of legitimate 
ground for objection was removed when the 
federal reserve system agreed to discount 
notes on real estate loans made for agri- 
cultural, industrial or commercial purposes. 

It would be desirable if every bank in 
the whole country, state and national, should 
come into the one great financial circle, 
each thereby contributing its assets to the 
solidarity of the whole, and each, by its 


= membership and a pooling of its interests, 


»~ thus benefiting the others and contributing 
- ¥ts share to the safeguards the federal treas- 
ury throws about the whole. 
: More than that, it is a bank’s patriotic 
- duty to affiliate with the federal system, 
President Wilson makes this plain in an 
appeal to state banks to join, in which he 
gays: 

“1 believe that co-operation on the part of 
. the banks is a patriotic duty, and that mem- 
~ pership In the federal reserve system is a 
distinct and significant evidence of patri- 
% otism.” nc 
In explanation of this contention, the 


: ' president made the point that— 


“The extent to which our country can 
withstand the financial strains for 
which we must be prepared will depend 
largely upon the strength and staying 
power of the federal reserve banks.” 

It is obvious that the federal reserve 


banks cannot have the full “strength and 


efit involved, it is every state bank’s duty 
to the country to join the federal system.

freely given them their full share of the 
credit and the glory for what has been ac- 
complished. 

As for the Hun, he has been treated to 
the surprise of his life by the behavior of 
our men under fire! ; 

A few days ago Captain Quimby Melton, 
former city editor of The Constitution, and 
now in command of a company of American 
soldiers in the war zone, in a letter to a 
friend in @tlanta, said, among other things, 
that “I have talked with German officers 
taken prisoner who said that the rank and 
file of the German army do not believe that 
America has a formidable fighting force in 
France!” 

Last Monday, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch, a German prisoner—former- 
ly a baker in America, by the way—said 
that now the German soldiers engaged in 
the disastrous drive on Paris, and who have 
been pitted against American units, believe 
that, instead of one million, America has 
ten million soldiers on the fighting line! 

What an awakening! What a change in 
opinion less than a week of personal contact 
has wrought! 

And to think that only a year ago prac- 
tically all of those young fellows who are 
making such glorious history in France, and 
who are contributing so splendidly to the 
traditions of their country, were not sol- 
diers, but workers in our fields, marts of 
trade, industries and professional lines, 
without a thought of things military as ap- 
plied to themselves! 

They have drawn to themselves the ad- 
miration and the plaudits of the whole civ- 
ilized world, and their conduct on the: bat- 
tlefield—their bravery under fire, their 
cool-headedness, their resourcefulness, inge- 
nuity and originality in places of danger— 
all have merited, and more than merited, the 
deep feeling of pride in which we at home 
hold them. 


SPOILED BY THE RAIN! 


Inspired by a spirit of community patri- 
otism and enterprise, and at considerable 
expense, the progressive citizens of Fitzger- 
ald planned and arranged for a great “de- 
velopment” tour of the northern part of the 
state, beginning last Monday and to con- 
tinue through the week. 

In all, sixty automobiles were to have 
participated in the trip. 

An ideal time was chosen for the tour— 
mid-July, when the roads ordinarily are dry 
and hard, and the countryside looking at its 
best and fairly bursting with the maturing 
crops fast ripening for the harvest. 

The tour was started on schedule time, 
but a rainstorm at the last minute converted 
the dirt highways into ribbons of mud; and 
when the party reached Atlanta Monday 
night, having come via Macon, the number 
of automobiles intended to participate in 
the tour had been reduced from sixty. to 
twelve! 

Before leaving Fitzgerald all but sixteen 
had been withdrawn; only fourteen of them 
reached Macon, and only twelve gét as far 
as Atlanta! 

On account of the almost impassability 
of the roads the original itinerary had to be 
abandoned, the party coming direct from 
Fitzgerald to Macon, thence to Atlanta— 
over the main arterial highway of central 
Georgia, and it was found to be almost im- 
passable! 

Of course, this “seeing Georgia” tour fs 
not a strictly essential enterprise; but if it 
had been one of most urgent commercial or 
military importance the result of a few 
hours’ rain would have been the same! 

At the time of the Howard-Dean debate 
in Gainesville a short time ago an hour’s 
rainfall during the speech-making made the 
highways leading out of Gainesville so 
nearly impassable that those who attended 
by automobile experienced extreme difficulty 
in getting home! 

With the highways of Georgia—north and 
south—in a condition of such unreliability 
that a few hours of rainfall in midsummer 
renders them practically useless, Georgia 
still hangs back, doing practically nothing 
to improve them! 

Almost one-half of the legislative session 
has gone by, -yet not a scintilla of effective, 
constructive effort has been made by the 
assembly to relieve the distressful and dis- 
graceful highway situation. Not a move to- 
ward providing highway revenue has been 
made—not even to place the state in posi- 
tion where it can utilize the state-aid fund, 
amounting to more than half a million of 
dollars, lying to the state’s credit in the fed- 
eral treasury!

Georgia State Banks Hold 
Aloof From Membership 
In Federal Reserve System : 


Only ten state banks in Georgia have sig. 
nified their willingness to bear their fair 
share of the burden of the war and of sup- 
porting the financial system of the country 
by becoming members of the Federal Reserve 
bank! 

Raising one objection after another, whic 
have been met and dissipated by the federal 
government, officials of certain non-member 
state banks in Georgia have recently com- 
plained that they are debarred by the federal 
reserve bank from receiving the same dis- 
count facilities that are enjoyed by banks 
that are members of the federal system in 
the matter of rediscounting. 

M, B. Wellborn, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve bank, of Atlanta, discussing the 
matter, said yesterday that he failed “to see 
the justice of the complaint made by some 
non-member bankers that they have not the 
privilege of borrowing from the Federal 
Reserve bank the same as member banks.” 

Mr. Wellborn said, however, that it is true 
that the non-member banks are doing their 
patriotic duty like the national banks in 
subscribing to national securities to provide 
the necessary funds with which to carry on 
the war. 

“It must be borne in mind, Mr. Wellborn 
said, “that the national banks and the state 
banks, who have been wise enough to join 
the federal reserve system, carry with the 
federal reserve banks their legal reserves, 
while the state banks who are not members 
of course do not.” 

Mr. Wellborn called attention to the fact 
that congress has, since the passage of the 
original federal reserve act, amended it for 
the express purposes of liberalizing the re- 
quirements for state banks to become mem- 
bers of the federal reserve system, and in 
addition to this, President Wilson has made 
an earnest appeal to the state bankers to 
become members. 

President Wilson, in his appeal on Octo- 
ber 13, 1917, said: 

“I believe that co-

Asked as to what effect the legislation 
of congress and the president’s appeal has 
had on the state banks in this section, Mr. 
Wellborn gave some figures to show how 
few state banks have responded and become 
members of the federal reserve system. He 
stated that there are $24 state banks in 
Georgia who are eligible for membership in 
the federal reserve system, and only the fol- 
lowing ten of them have become members: 

American State bank, Athens, Ga.; Central 
Bank and Trust cofporation, Atlanta, Ga; 
Trust Company of Georgia, Atlanta; Bruns- 
wick Bank and Trust company, Brunswick; 
Bank of Camilla, Camilla; Citizens and South- 
ern bank, Savannah; Savannah Bank and 
Trust company, Savannah: Citizens bank, 
Metter; Citizens bank, West Point; North- 
eastern Banking company, Commerce. 

Mr. Wellborn said that he thinks eventu- 
ally public opinion will be the controlling 
factor in causing state banks to join the 
federal reserve system, and in order for the

“If a state bank or trust company be- 
comes a member of the federal reserve sys- 
tem, can it continue to exercise the powers 
granted it by ita state laws or charter?” 

“Yes; it retains full powers.” 

A Patriotic Duty. 

“Secretary McAdoo is calling on banks, 
both state and national, to subscribe for six 
billion dollars of United States treasury cer- 
tificates of indebtedness between June 25 and 
November 1, 1918,” said Mr. Wellborn. “This 
will involve the igsue every two weeks of 
seven and three-quarter million dollars of 
treasury certificates, and it is absolutely 
necessary that banks provide the funds be- 
fore the government floats another bond is- 
gue the coming autumn. 

“No doubt all the banks, whether state or 
national, feel it their patriotic duty to .sub- 
scribe and carry these certificates, and as the 
governmént makes this call every two weeks 
will perhaps find it increasingly hard to 
make these subscriptions. The national banks 
and atate banks who are members of the 
federal reserve system can be helped by the 
federal reserve banks in carrying this load, 
but the state banks not members have no 
one to rely upon and have to depend upon 
their own resources and their bank corre- 
spondents in the northeast and elsewhere, 

“Now, the question is, should the state 
non-member banks put up the plea that they 
were unable to do their part in financing 
the war on account of their non-membership 
in the federal reserve system? We, of the 
federal reserve bank, do not think so, for 
state banks have every opportunity offered 
to them of becoming members, and we are 
continually urging them to join the federal 
reserve syatem so they will be in better con- 
dition to respond to the calls of the govern- 
ment in these times of war. It would seem 
that any fair-minded person reading these 

uestions and answers would wonder why 
the bulk of the state banks should continue 
to stay out. The only answer that [I can 
possibly conceive of is that state banks feel 
that they already have the financial protec- 
tion of the federal reserve system in an in- 
direct way, and, therefore, do not feel the 
necessity of depositing their reserves with 
the federal reserve banks on which they 
would not receive any interest. 

No Obstacles in Way. 

‘The answer to this is that were the, fed- 
eral reserve banks to pay interest on their 
reserves it would cease to be a reserve bank, 
for necessarily they would have to invest 
these reserves in interest-earning securities 
in order to meet the interest. The result 
would be, I may say, like it was in former 
times when the bank reserves were all kept 
in New York, and when a panic came New 
York had these reserves invested in Wall 
Street securities ond consequently were un- 
able to respond to the wants of the southern 
banks, even to the extent of shipping to them 
their own resources. 

“What excuae, if I may ask, have the non- 
member state banks for remaining out of the 
federal reserve system, especiaily at this 
time when they would be in better condi- 
tion to help ir government financially? 
Surely, they cannot now say there are any 
obstacies in the way of their joining the fed- 
eral reserve system. The president appeals 
to them; the federal reserve bank appeals 
to them, and the business interest appeals 
to them, and the preas pretty generally has 
lauded the federal reserve system, and urged 
state banks to become members. Surely, if 
the national banks prosper as members of 
the federal reserve system, why should not 
the state banks be le to do likewise? 

Best Has Ever Seen. 

“In commenting upon the federal reserve 
banks, Sir Edward Holden, the foremost 
financier of Great Britain, says: ‘The United 
States has developed the strongest financial 
system the world has ever seen.’ 

“While this is true, and generally admit- 
ted, still the federal reserve system has not 
had the enews test as to its strength in 
service. e continuance of the war will 

robably reach this crisis, and if the state

offered for sale, $50.00. 

“Upon every peddler for stoves or ranges 
for cooking purposes, or clocks, or Bibles, 
or albums, or picture frames, for each county 
wherein he may sell or offer for sale either 
of said articles, $200.00. ; 

“Upon any traveling vendor of any pat- 
ent churn, or patented fence or patented 
agricultural implements or tools, or other 
patented articles, for each county in which 
he may sell or offer to sell either of the 
enumerated articles, $25.00.”

What manner of reasoning justifies im- 
posing a tax in each county of $200 upon 
the agent who sells Bibles, when another 
agent, comes along selling patent churns, 
around which more fakes have been pro- 
moted and fakers made rich than around 
any other qne article on earth, and plies 
his trade in the same county by paying 
the nominal license tax, imposed under the 
same section, of only $25?

conference in efforts to reach some satisfac- 
tory basis for either fixing or stabilizing 
the price for the 1918 cotton crop. There 
has developed a difference of opinion regard- 
ing the subject, the bankers’ representatives 
standing out for price-fixing by the govern- 
ment, through a@ federal law to be passed 
by congress, leaving it to the president to 
name the price or prices for stabilization 
upon figures: to be determined after ascer- 
taining the average cost of production with 
a reasonable profit added thereto; the dis- 
tinctive growers’ association representatives 


‘are taking an attitude of antagonism to 


price-fixing as advocated by the bankers. 

Southern representatives in co ap- 
Pear to be generally opposed to the intro- 
duction of any d of a price-fixing bill in 
the national legislature. he southern con- 
gressmen and senators who have openly ex- 
pressed themselves on the subject seem to 
fear the majority votes of the eastern, 
northern and western representatives, and 
that the price so fixed might be lower than 
is warranted under the present high cost of 
production. : 

Present prices appear to be satisfactory 
to ” Aad ine the spinners and the government, 
and it is generally felt here that any ma- 
terial reduction in present level of values 
for the coming crop. would present a condi- 
tion so serious that the federal authorities 
would find it imperative to take charge of 
the situation. Federal officials to whom I 
have talked regard the cotton crop as one of 
the nation’s most valuable assets, and as a 
vital war and peace measure at this time, 
and that the staple must be protected from 
any great measure of depression, no matter 
what the anticipated surplus may be, in 
case a large crop is ultimately harvested. 

Supply and Demand. 

The whole people of the south allowed 
themselves to become panicky in the fall 
and winter of 1914, permitting a bunch of 
speculators to literally drive down the price 
of spot cotton to six cents per pound and 
rob the growers of hundreds of millions of 
dollars. The same old crowd want to turn 
the same trick again, and will, if given the 
opportunity. 

Now, let us calmly forecast the situation 
in the light of the facts which lie ahead as 
nearly as they can be gathered at this time: 

The estimated carry-over of cotton un- 
consumed from last year’s crop approximates 
4,200,000 bales, 900,000 of which are in Liver- 
pool. The estimated production for the pres- 
ent season by the government figures is 
15,000,000 bales, excluding linters. This would 
total 19,200,000 bales, although these figures 
will have to be reduced on account of the 
continued drought in Texas and boll weevil 
depredations in other sections of the south. 
The federal government will require all of 
the 2,000,000 bales of linters and an addi- 
tional 2,000,000 bales of low-grade for use as 
explosives for our armies and the allies. 
By the increased density of cotton bales, 
we will be able to export 5,000,000 bales in 
the same shipping space we occupied the 
past year in exporting 4,000,000 bales, and 
we can safely depend upon securing the same 
ship space for cotton exports this year. The 
American mills can be depended upon to 
consume 8,000,000 bales. This gives a grand 
total of consumption, conservatively esti- 
mated, at 15,000,000 bales of cotton, exclusive 
of linters which have already been taken 
over by the government. This leaves a 
maximum estimated surplus of only 4,200,000 
bales, which can easily be held and cared for 
by the growers and merchants on the farms 
or in southern warehouses. There is nothing 
in the present situation to get panicky or 
uneasy about. Next year’s surplus will be 
no larger than this year’s surplus. 


Financing the Surplus. : 


The entire machinery of the federal re- 
serve banking system is ready and willing 
to render all possible assistance to the gTrow- 
ers and, southern bankers in financing cotton 
in storage and especially for any part of 
nrg which might have to he carried 

This condition did not exist in i914. as 
the reserve banks had not at that time been 
organized. If the south will market the new 
crop slowly and stop selling under any tem- 
porary depression, present values can be 
easily maintained for that portion of the crop 
needed for consumption during the next 12 
months. Keep off the market any’ surplus 
which may develop, and it cannot be used to 
hammer down the present normal value of 
the staple. 

If what is required for consumption out 
of the coming crop can be marketed at a 
price not less than 30 cents per pound, the 
surplus, whatever it may be, can be easily 
held and financed in the south. It would 
be fatal to allow any part of this crop to 
£° into the brands of speculators or outside 

uyers at prices below the cost of produc- 

tion. It would be unfair to the people of 
the south and unfair to the national gov«rrn- 
ment in the present and future conduct of 
this great world war. 

Don’t get discouraged or demoralized by 
the present rotten practices of the New York 
cotton exchange, or any kind of propaganda 
issued and exploited by gamblers and specu- 
lators. The world needs every pound of 
cotton we grow, and every legitimate inter- 
est in the cotton industry is willing to pay 
present prices for every pound required for 
consumption. This crop is the most valuable 


one the south ever grew, if the people will 


stand firm and demand the rights which 
our government wants to see them get.

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About Flax Culture

The college will be 
used as a normal school, and will ena- 
ble many children of Carroll and neigh- 
boring counties to secure an education 
who would otherwise not have that 
privilege.

It is not so bad as I ex- 
pected. These French are wonderful 
soldiers. We Americans, during a 
heavy bombardment, take it off with a 
very matter of fact air. But the 
French laugh and sing and joke just 
as if it were all play. You cannot whip 
people like they are. Their old men 
and women and children cultivate the 
fields and raise great quantities of 
food. When we get out of the 
trenches to recuperate we are billeted 
at the homes of these people. They 
do everything possible for our eomfort. 
They stop at no sacrifice for us. They 
are wonderful and patriotic to the 
core. 

“In reaching my command I was in 
London during an air raid and in 
Paris during a bombardment and air 
raid. I have been in 22 yards of the 
German trenches and heard them talk. 
I wish I had heeded my German pro- 
fessor at college and paid’ more atten- 
tion to their language. 

“The Americans are fighting well. 
With a bit more experience they will 
be as good as the war can produce. If 
you will just send us enough of them 
we will win the war without doutb.” 

Since the above was written Captain 
Payne has been promoted to the head- 
quarters general staff of the Fifth 
division, American expeditionary forces. 

Captain Payne was over the draft 
age. He went to Fort Oglethorpe offi- 
cers’ training camp and won a cap- 
taincy. He stood at the top of the lo- 
cal bar and was the idol of his family 
and friends. . He was a devout mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian church. His 
future was as bright as any young man 
in Georgia. He felt it to be his duty 
to join the army, and from the moment 
he entered Camp Oglethorpe until now 
he has devoted his whole soul and mind 
to his work.

BIG AMERICAN LOSSES. 
REPORTED BY GERMANS 


Alleged That Americans Were 
Mixed With “Savages and 
Niggers.”’ 


Amsterdam, July 23.—The German 
public is being told by all the German 
military experts that the French and 
American “ambitious attempt to break 
through,” which, in Baron von Arden- 
ne’s words, “might have caused a de- 
cisive change in the military situation 
on the west front,” has failed because 
of the famous German system of an 
elastic defense. 

It is explained that the ememy only 
obtained initial successes due to the 
fact that General von Boehm’s right 
flank of 25 miles was not strongly held 
and his main strength lay on the east- 
ern flank. Significant, however, is 
Baron von Ardenne’s admission that 
Chateau Thierry and Soissons were the 
two cornerstones of the German de- 
fense and that the former has been 
lost to the foe, “who was aided by not 
inconsiderable American . auxiliary 
forces.” 
~ The Wolff’s bureau correspondent at 
the front does not fail to dwell on the 
“excessively severe” losses suffered by 
the Americans. These losses, he says, 
were due to the Americans being mixed 
for the first time with “savages and 
niggers” instead of with white French 
troops as heretofore. He says “at many 
points mountains of American dead lie 


in front of our positions,” 

The Cologne Gazette’s war corre- 
spondent says that never before had 
the variegated enemy nationalities pre- 
sented a more solid and compact front. 

“The present class of hostile forces,” 
he adds, “is the most gigantic and ter- 
rible conflict of mental and physical 
energy ever seen. There is no room 
for platitudes. Now begins the final 
phase of the war.” 

He asks the people at home “to fol- 
lov the development of this stupendous 
struggle with the gravest attention, for 
the enemy is now challenging us to 
put forth our very utmost efforts.” 

Other writers expect the German peo- 
ple to remember Von Hindenburg’s ap- 
peal for patience and his declaration 
that the battle plans must be allowed 
time to mature. A favorite assertion 
is that the enemy ‘forces have been 
sensibly weakened and that Von Hin- 
denburg and Ludendorff will not allow 
ee initiative to be wrested from their
